WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—(UP)— 
-Army engineers today began new 
etndf’ of the controversial Florida ca- | 
nal on the eve of a session of con-| 
gress in which nltimate fate of the 
$162,985,000 project probably will be 
decided. 

A deadline for filing briefs in op- 
position and support of the canal was 
passed today, after an extension over

Experts of the Board of Rivers and 

arbors have under study the new 
report compiled by a special commis- 
sion of army engineers, who finally 
recommended completion of the canal 
at a cost not to exceed $157.585,000. 

Since $5,400,000 already has been 
expended on initial stages of the ca- 
nal under federal emergency alloca- 
tions, the total cost of the project | 
would be brought to $162,984.000 if | 
the engineers’ recommendations are | 
carried out. 

Voluminous testimony presented by | 
canal opponents and proponents at. 
hearings here last. month comprised | 
the record from which the final re- | 
port will be drafted. | 

Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, Re- | 
publican, Michigan, responsible more | 
than any other congressional figure | 
for jettisoning of the huge project in | 
the last congress, has submitted a let- 
ter to the engineers, renewing his defi- | 
nite opposition to the project.

Tribunal Refuses To Rule on 
Legality of Social Security 
Statute. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—(/)—In 
unanimous decisions, the supreme 
court today upheld the Ashurst-Sum- 
ners act forbidding shipment of pris- 
on-made goods to states here their 
sale is illegal and attacked the opera- 
tion of an Oregon czimina! syndica)- 
ism law as “repugnant” to the consti- 
tution.

The Kentucky Whip & Collar Com- 
pany, of Eddyville, Ky., had contest- 
ed the law in a case growing out of 
refusal of the Illinois Central rail- 
road to accept 25 shipments of prison- 
made goods. The road rejected the 
shipments on the ground they violated 
the law. 

In the criminal syndicalism case, the 
court reversed the conviction of Dirk 
De Jonge, an Oregonian, who had 
been sentenced to seven years’ impris- 
onment for participation in a Com- 
munist meeting. The state law was 
declared unconstitutional as applied 
to this case only. 

Conviction Upheld. 

The state supreme court had upheld 
the conviction. 

In forceful language, Hughes held 
that while De Jonge was a member 
of the Communist party he was not 
charged with advocating criminal syn- 
dicalism, or sabotage, or committing 
unlawful acts at the meeting or any- 
where else.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Plans for 
expediting consideration of new. civil 
service legislation were discussed to- 
day at a conference between Speaker 
of the House Bankhead and Repre- 
sentative Robert Ramspeck, of At- 
lanta. 

As the chdirman of the house civil 
service committee, the Georgia repre- 
sentative sought co-operation in pass- 
ing a measure to give permanent 
status to President Roosevelt's execu- 
tive order of‘ last summer placing all 
postmasters under civil service. Mr. 
Bankhead pledged his aid in the pro- 
gram, 

Representative Ramspeck made an 
effort to pass the bill at the last ses- 
sion removing postmasters from the 
category of political appointees, but 
the legislation was blocked by Re- 
publicans. Subsequently, after congress 
adjourned, Mr. Roosevelt issued an 
executive order accomplishing the 
same purpose. 

Ramspeck said today he plans to 
sponsor another bill giving the Presi- 
dent authority to convert into civil 
service employes of all government 
agencies not now under the service. 
Explaining the necessity for such a 
measure, he said it had been deter- 
mined no such authority existed where 
the act creating the agency contained 
no specific language on the point.

“The Atlanta public school system 
has just completed a very successful 
year,” Brewer said. 

“During 1936 strict economy was 
practiced in every division of our 
school system and by this economy 
and increased appropriations the de- 
partment completed the year with a 
balance of $182,340.44. This balance 
will no doubt be refunded to the school 
employes on a percentage basis which 
will materially reduce the heavy sal- 
ary cut which the school employes 
have been working under during the 
year, 

“There are many concrete evidences 
that the Atlanta public school sys- 
tem is operating at a very low cost as 
compared with school systems in cities 
of like population and at the same 
time is offering to the children of 
the city a modern and progressive sys- 
tem of education. For example, recent 
figures published by the United States 
office of education show that Atlanta 
spent in the school year 1984-1935 


$55.69 per pupil, whereas the aver- 
age in 73 cities of 100,000 population 
or more was $101.17. During this 
same period Atlanta schools spent only 
1.8 per cent of its funds for admin- 
istrative purposes, whereas. in the 
same 73 cities an average of 3 per 
cent was spent on administration. 
“The government figures also show 
that the cost for the operating and 
maintenance departments of the At- 
lanta public schools was only $6.15 
per pupil, whereas the national aver- 
age for cities in Atlanta's class shows 
an expenditure of $12.84 per pupil. 
In other words the national average 
cost for the operation of these two 
departments is more than twice the 
average cost in the city of Atlanta. 
“alary Comparisons. 


“Other evidence of low cost in lo- 
cal public education is shown in sal- 
ary comparisons. Data published by 
the National Education Association 
for 1935 show that Atlanta’s white 
elementary teachers receive an aver- 
age salary which is but 72 per cent 


her population class, and the white 
high school teachers receive but 74 
per cefit of the national average. Sim- 
ilar or lower proportions apply to 
other positions on up to the superin- 
tendent, whose salary is one of the 
lowest in the country for cities in At- 
lanta’s class.

Employes Praised. 

“A great deal of credit for the ex- 
cellent showing of the Atlanta schools 
is due to the fine group of school em- 
ployes. Although working under a 
heavy salary reduction the spirit of 
the school employes as a whole has 
been that of understanding and co- 
operation. For this service the citizens 
of Atlanta should be thankful. 

-“The school department is antici- 
pating additional revenue on which to 


the state appropriation for common 
schools will be materially increased 
due to legislative action and there is 
also a possibility of federal aid which 
will materially assist in the proper 
operation of our schools. 

“Beginning this year the Atlanta 
public schools will be operated by a 
board of six members, one represent- 
ative from each ward in the city. Dur- 
ing the last few years the school de- 
partment has received considerable 
unnecessary and uncalled for criti- 
cism. The present board will welcome 
any fair and comstructive criticism at 
any time. 

“We are looking forward with pleas- 
ure for the opportunity of working in 
harmony and co-operation with the 
other city departments, city council 
and the mayor.

The legalization of wine and beer 
have presented new problems of en- 
forcement and regulation and many 
of our citizens feel that we have not 
done our full duty in this respect. 


INDISCRIMINATE SALE 
OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


Throughout our city are places 
where wine and beer are sold, which 
are nothing more nor less than dives 
and joints and they should be 
promptly closed as fast as we can 
get to them. Never in the days be- 
fore prohibition did we see in At- 
lanta the unrestrained and indis- 
criminate sale of alcoholic beverages 
on the part of almost any and every- 
body, regardless of character or type 
of place. 

I recommend that the most strin- 
gent regulations be placed about the 
sale of these beverages, including in- 
vestigation of the character and rep- 
utation in the community of those 
who offer it for sale and a proper 
respect for the views of surrounding 
property owners. 

I recommend that the license fees 
for the sale of these beverages be 
materially increased, which should 
automatically result in better regu- 
lation. I further recommend that the 
sale of any alcoholic beverages on 
Sunday be entirely prohibited. Other 
cities have such stringent regula- 
tions, including many which are 
rated as being far more cosmopolitan 
and liberal than our own city. 

The regulation of traffic should 
have our earnest thought. Our down- 
town streets are jammed and the 
slaughter of our people has reached 
shameful proportions. My conviction 
is that traffic is a matter to be han- 
dled as a scientific and engineering 
problem, without political considera- 
tions, and coupled with rigid enforce- 
ment. A _ recent federal survey 
should be revived to see if ‘ts main 
features cannot be given a fair trial. 
Traffic should be handled by some 
central authority, with complete 
power to act, regardless of political 
pressure,

Speaker Says Existing Laws 
Nearing Expiration 


Will Come First.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—(/)—I 
have been requested by a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press to make 
a brief statement, giving my views on 
matters which will occupy the house 
of representatives during the earlier 
period of its session. 
Of course, the matter of first im- 
portance is to have the house prop- 
erly organized for the transaction of 
business and this will require the elec- 
tion of a speaker and of house offi- 
cers and the filling of many vacancies 
on important committees. 
‘The first two days of the congress 
will be somewhat colorful, particular- 
ly on January 6, when there will be a 
joint sessjon of the house and senate 
to count and certify the result of the 
electoral college in the various states 
in order to make the official declara- 
tion of the re-election of President 
Roosevel: and Mr. Garner. 
It is now proposed that immediate- 
ly after that certification, the Presi- 
dent of the United States will .appear 
before the joint session to deliver his 
message, making recommendations to 
the congress upon questions of legis- 
lation. {t is apparent that there are 
a number of items that will neces- 
sarily require attention. I refer par- 
ticularly to a number of existing laws 
that will expire. 
The first of these is the present 
authority of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to make loans. It 
expires on January 30 and unless this 
authority is renewed, of course, such 
lending power ceases and the board 
would merely continue as a collecting 
agency for monies already loaned. 
_ Apparently, the most acute legisla- 
tive problem at this hour appears to 
be the necessity of further amend- 
ments to the neutrality. resolution 
which also. expires by limitation of 
law on May 1 and which will have 
to be extended or modified prior to 
that date. It is anticipated by some 
that the President in his message on 
January 6 will recommend some imme- 
diate amendments to that resolution 
to meet the present crisis with ref- 
erence to the civil war in Spain, which 
is not covered by the existing act. 
It appears that the house will also 
have to act at an early date on a de- 
ficiency appropriation to supply fur- 
ther funds for the relief of the unem- 
ployed. We hope to get under way 
at least two of the regular appropria- 
tion bells at a very early date and it 
is my hope that the amounts carried 
in them will be upon the most econom- 
ical basis possible. 
Upon the whole, this promises to be 
a very interesting session of the 
house,

Mayor Hartsfield’s speech, de- 
livered last night to council at his 
inauguration, follows in full: 


Gentlemen of the General 
Council : 

We are taking office tonigut under 
very trying circumstances. We find 
our city struggling under a heavy 
load of debt, with an admitted deficit 
of nearly $1,700,000. We find the 
great majority of our merchandise 
bills for the past year still unpaid, 
with script in the hands of our mer- 
chants, with an indefinite due date. 
We further find ourselves liable for 
over $800,000 in script paid to em- 
ployes in lieu of cash for the past 
two months. We further find our- 
selves saddled with $1,277,000 in so- 
called relief bonds, retirable upon a 
ten-year basis. Due to our inability 
to run the city upon a cash basis. 
we find ourselves paying large 
amounts of interest which would 
otherwise be unnecessary. 

In the face of these facts, I am 
informed that the total and appar- 
ently necessary demands of our de- 
partments this year will aggregate 
some $400,000 more than the revenue 
which we can reasonably antigipate. 


MANDATE TO CEASE 
ADDING TO DEFICIT 


The plain mandate of the people 
is that we should cease adding to 
the heavy deficit which now hangs 
over us. To rehabilitate and strength- 
en our financial position is going to 
require the utmost courage and for- 
titude on the part of each and every 
member of this council, and what is 
more, it is going to require a similar 
attitude on the part of our depart- 
ment heads. 

I find nothing in our charter which 


! 


contemplates that the general council | 
or any of its committees should ac-| 
tually run or have the primary re-) 


sponsibility for the administration of 
the various departments. Qur depart- 
ment heads should do this, with as 
little interference as possible. and 
the first responsibility fer efficient 
and economical cnperation is squarely

in the task of effecting rigid but in- 
telligent economy. 

The general council. with the co- 
operation of department heads. should 
undertake an intelligent revision of 
our salary scales. which are now ad- 
mittedly upon a haphazard basis.

I further recommend that every ef- 
fort be made to induce Fulton coun- 


ty to assume what would appear to 
be a fairer share of those burdens of 
government in which they partici- 
pate, such as street repairs, hospitali- 
zation and relief. The matter in- 
volved should not be merely a finan- 
cial dispute as between two sets of 
elected officials, but the necessary 
governmental needs of some 270,000 
citizens of the county and city, who 
are looking to both governments for 
fair play. In this matter I have 
the highest confidence in the fair- 
ness and sympathetic co-operation of 
our county officials and in a spirit 
of mutual friendship and ¢o-opera- 
tion, I believe they will find a way 
to aid their own citizens living in 
Atlanta.

METHOD OF FINANCING 
RELIEF IS UNSOUND 


One of our heaviest burdens has 
been that of relief. In this respect 
we have spent sums far in excess of 
any city of our size in the nation. 
Our method of financing it has been 
unsound. The amounts appropriated 
must be drastically reduced. If the 
actual need be greater than our abil- 
ity to provide, then other governmen- 
tal agencies must come to our rescue. 
The state of Georgia should be called 
upon to assume such part of this bur- 
den as is beyond the capacity of local 
government to stand. 

I recommend that an immediate 
effort be made to dispose of the old 
city hall property. The people were 
promised that its disposition would 
be used to ease the burden of the new 
city hall bonds when they were being 
passed upon by the voters. The put- 
ting of this property to private use 
would further increase the taxable 
values of our city. 

It has been suggested that pos- 
sibly we cannot long continue to fur- 
nish the many and varied services 
which our city is endeavoring to give 
its taxpayers within the present 
sources of revenue. Without commit- 
ting ourselves to the mere proposi- 
tion of looking for more revenue, it 
is onr first duty to exercise every 
possible economy and to promote ev- 
ery possible efficiency in @r govern- 
ment before we give definite thought 
to asking the people to assume fur- 
ther burdens. 

In view of the large expenditures 
which the city has already made on 
the John A. White park and golf 
course, and of the very evident neces- 
sity for a park in this general sec- 
tion. I recommend that every effort

schools is divorced in its operation 
from the balance of our government, 
we should not forget that the edu- 
cation of our children is a matter 
of vital concern to us all and we 
should give this department a meas- 
ure of sympathetic consideration and 
support commensurate with our fi- 
nances and the necessity of main- 
taining other vital functions of gov- 
ernment. ; 

In this general connection, it 
should be the set policy of this ad- 
ministration to be always ready to 
advise and counsel with any class 
or group of our citizens with refer- 
ence to their problems. 

In the matter of law enforcement, 
both you and the public are familiar 
with my general views and the plat- 
form upon which I received the in- 
dorsement of the people. 

If there be but one thing about 
which the decent, law abiding people 
of Atlanta are of one mind, it 18 
this particular department of police. 
In its immediate, impartial, fearless 
and complete overhauling and reno- 
vation, they will brook not the sligut- 
est defection, delay or equivocation. 

Politics and factionalism must be 
wiped out. No organization can rise 
above the caliber or ideals ot its 
leaders, and the pledge to the people 
in this respect should immediately be 
carried out to the fullest extent of 
the power of the new administration 
to do so. ; 

The civil service regulations of this 
department should be made to mean 
what they were intended for, to-wit: 
the procuring of honest, efficient and 
well-trained men, a and being 
promoted upon a merit basis. Civil 
service should not be a dead letter for 
these purposes and be revived merely 
for the purpose of protecting ineffi- 
ciency, laxity and political manipu- 
lators. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT 
AND VOTERS’ MANDATE 

When the first mandate of the 
people in this respect, has been car- 
ried out, this department which has 
many honest and reliable men, should 
be thoroughly purged of every ineffi- 
cient person who is not doing his 
full duty. It should then be turned 
over to the best leader obtainable and 
he should be allowed to run it, with- 
out political interference. 

When this is done, rest assured 
that this department and its leader 
will have the full support of your 
chief executive in the fair and im- 
partial enforcement of the law, to the 
end that hundreds of criminal char- 
acters and law violators who now in- 
fest our city may find it to their 
interest to bid us farewell forever. 

In this connection, allow me_ to 
suggest the advisability of creating 
by legislative enactment the office of 
public safety director, to be appoint- 
ed by the mayor and to bave charge 
of both police and fire departments 
and the handling and supervision 0 
all problems of traffic. This offi- 
cial, directly responsible to the execu- 
tive head of the city, should have 
power to name his own chiefs and 
they in turn their own officers to 
serve at their will and to have civil 
service protection only as members 
of the rank and file of both forces. 

This plan is now in successful op- 
eration in many cities which have po- 
lice departments which are rendering 
efficient and satisfactory service. ‘It 
contemplates the fact that as a city 
grows larger, the control of its de- 
partments of public safety involves a 
high order of executive and admin- 
istrative ability and contacts with the 
public, together with study and fu- 
ture planning, which an administra- 
tor of this type should be able to 
perform. It further fixes direct re- 
sponsibility and enables the people to 
enforce their mandates with certainty

To All Employes

In view of the fact that several of our manufacturing plants have 
been forced to close down, possibly necessitating similar closing on the 
part of others in the not distant future, and realizing that this means a 
great deal to you and your families, as well as to the business, it seems 
only fair that I should tell you the circumstances that have brought this 
about in order that you may better understand and therefore judge more 
intelligently. 


First, let me say that General Motors products were never in greater 
demand than today. This good business insures plenty of jobs, with gen- 
erous hours of employment, for some time to come. Wages are higher 
today, by far, than the corporation ever paid before. And, not only that, 
but the amount that each dollar buys is importantly greater than it was 
during the last period of good business, 1929. Again, important progress 
has been made in providing steadier work through the year; ‘thus on 
these and every other count General Motors workers are earning more 
than they ever have in the entire history of General Motors, and as much, 
if not more, than the workers of any other business. No one can honest-

Neither is it necessary for you to join any organization in order 
to bargain collectively. General Motors is pledged to collective bargain- 
ing on the basis of absolute and un‘nfluenced freedom of choice on the 
part of any worker to join any organization without coercion, restraint or 
intimidation. General Motors stated its position most completely on this 
important principle of employer-employe relationship in August, 1934. 
You were duly notified. General Motors practices that form of collective 
bargaining continuously, as honestly and intelligently as it knows how. 


I mention all this because efforts are being made, in various ways, 
to make you as well as the public believe that General Motors refuses to 
bargain collectively with its workers and exercises discrimination against 
men who elect to join one organization or another. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. sae 


But, after all, this is not the real issue that has brought about the 
situation that we face today. That real: issue is perfectly clear, and here 
it is:--- 


Will a labor organization run the plants of General Motors Corpora- 
tion or will the management continye to do so? On this issue depends 
the question as to whether you have to have a union card to hold a job, 


or whether your job will depend in the future, as it has in the past, upon 


your own individual merit. In other words, will you pay to a private 
group of labor dictators for the privilege of working, or will you have 
the right to work as you may desire? Wages, working conditions, honest 
collective bargaining have little, if anything, to do with the underlying 
situation.

3. General Motors will continue to pay the highest justi- 
fiable wages in the future, as it has in the past, and just as it 
is doing at present. It believes in high wages. It is justlv proud 
of its record in that respect. 


4. General Motors standard work week will continue to 
be forty hours. Time and a half will be paid for over-time. 


5. Seniority rights will be observed under the rules laid 
down by the Automobile Labor Board appointed by the pres- 
ident of the United States in March, 1934. These rules are 
recognized as fair and just to all workers and permit’ no dis- 
crimination against any worker on account of any organiza- 
tion membership. |

ner. Rivers now is in ‘Tallahassee to 
attend the inaugural of his long-time 
friend, Judge Fred Cone, as Governor 
of Florida today. He will return to 
his home at Lakeland tomorrow to 
put. the finishing touches on his in- 
augural address. 

fore leaving for Florida the gov- 
ernor-elect Issued a call for all mem- 
bers of the assembly to meet him Fri- 
day at Milledgeville if they can do so.

ETHERIDGE TAKES OVER GOVERNORS INSTALLED 


IN 7 WESTERN STATES 


La Follette, Clark, Stanford, 
Blood Among Executives 
Inaugurated. 


By the Associated Press. 

Governors chosen in the November 
elections took up their new tasks in 
seven western states yesterday. 

They included four Democrats— 
Barzilla W. Clark in Idaho, R. C. 
Stanford in Arizona, Roy E. Ayers 
in Montana, and Henry Ti Blood in 
Utah; a Progressive, Philip F. La 
Follette in Wisconsin; an Independ- 
ent, William Langer in North Da- 
kota; and a Farmer-Laborite, Elmer 
A. Benson in Minnesota. 

Political drama surrounded La Fol- 
lette’s inauguration at Madison. The 
39-year-old executive began his third 
term just 20 years—to the day—after 
his father, the late Senator Robert 
M. La Follette, was sworn in for his 
third term as governor of Wisconsin. 

The Progressive party assumed con- 
trol of all the state’s administrative 
offices for the first time aa the Gov- 
ernor pledged himself to the job of 
meeting social and economic problems. 
He said: 

“Social structures we have built will 
be severely tested. We must build for 
the future before the future is upon 
us. 

William Langer reached the end of 
the comeback trail when ze took the 
office of North Dakota Governor for 
the second time. His first immcumbency 
ended in his removal by the state su- 
preme court. He was convicted but sub- 
sequently acquitted on charges of mis- 
use of federal relief funds. He lost 
the Republican primary race to Gover- 
nor Walter Welford last spring but 
entered the November election as an 
Independent and won. Last Saturday 
Welford filed notice of a suit to re- 
move Langer on the contention he had 
violated the corrupt practices act. 
— promised an answer within 30 
ays. 

Elmer A. Benson—the third Farm- 
er-Laborite to become Governor of 
Minnesota—took the oath of office at 
St. Paul.

$7063,000.BE SPENT 
ON RIVERS IN GEORGI 


General Markham Recom- 
mends That Much of Fund 
Be Used on New Work. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—(P)— 
Major General E. M. Markham, chief 
of army engineers, said in his annual 
report today $2,093,000 could be 


“profitably expended” on river and 
harbor work in Georgia during the 
fiscal year beginning next July. 

Of that, he said $1,329,006 was 
needed for new work and $764,000 
for maintenance of existing rrojects. 

He recommended expenditure of 
$467,000 for improvement of the har- 
bor at Savannah, and asked that 
$450,000 be set up for maintenance. 

General Markham estimated $862,- 
000 should be spent on improvements 
in the Savannah river below Augusta, 
and recommended $80, for main- 
tenance. For the harbor at Brunswick, 
General Markham recommended only 
maintenance dredging, which he esti- 
mated to cost $150,000. 

Other estimated maintenance costs 
in Georgia: 

Altamaha, Oconee and Ocmulgee 
rivers, $28,000; examinations, surveys 
and contingencies in the Savannah 
district, $25,000; Chattahoochee river, 
Georgia and .Alabama, $25,000, and 
Coosa river, Georgia and Alabama, 


General Markham also recommend- 
ed the allotment of $130,000 for mak- 
ing surveys and doing preliminary 
work on the Coosa river flood control 
project at Rome. He said the com- 
plete job would cost $330,000.

When congress convenes “tomorrow

to get rich, he told the United Press 
tonight. 

Kenney would price tickets at $2 
each, with half tickets at $1. He 
suggested drawings be held once a 
month, and estimated 104,166,166 
tickets might be sold monthiy. 
Prizes should range from $120,000 
down to $500, with a total of 5,000 
prizes. He figured this would give 
a ticket holder one chance in about 
20,000 of winning a prize as com- 
pared to one in a million in a for- 
eign lottery.

Key Asks Support of Hartstield 
In Final Message to City Council 


Retiring Executive Says Attitude on Pay Restoration Has 


Not Shaken Confidence 


Council’s 


in City Bat Has Injured 
Repute. 


Support of the Hartsfield adminis- 
tration was urged last night by Mayur 
Key in his last message to council as 
he retired to private life after a 
stormy political career during which 
he served the city of Atlanta as mayor 
longer than any other man, 

Pointing out that during «the last 
six years of his reign as chief execu- 
tive the city weathered the depression 
and came out financially better than 
was expected, the mayor charged that 
the 1956 general council had “invited 
disaster” in restoring a 5 per cent pay 
cut to city employes recently. 

Key said confidence in the city gov- 
ernment has not been shaken but that 
confidence of the public in city council 
has, because of its attitude in spend- 
ing money. 

Key’s Last Message. 

The mayor's last message follows: 

In view of the fact that I am now 
concluding a six-year term of office, 
in which I have been associated with 
nearly every member of the general 

council, it had been my purpose to 
present a review of this six years 
service, together with that of your 
service, to point out, with pride the 
accomplishments that have — been 
made, and to call attention, also, tu 
the many difficulties and obstacles 
that have been overcome, but strength 
forbids that; so I shall content my- 
self with making a brief farewell 
statement to the city government and 
leave the record of these other things 
to speak for themselves, 

Fortunately, the city of Atlanta is 
in a better condition, financially, and 
otherwise than it has been in since 
the depressivun set in. We have strug- 
gled through the depression and in 
doing 80, many expediencies had to 
be resorted to; but with all that, the 
city came through with its credit 
unimpaired and the confidence of the 
public in its city government un- 
shaken. 

In turning the city government 
over to our successors, we have the 
satisfaction of realizing that it was 
turned over in a better condition 
than it was when it was received; 
and with the evidences of returning 
prosperity on every hand, and the 
vision of hope in every heart, busi- 
ness prospering and employment 
steadily increasing, there is no g 
reason why the city should not con- 
tinue, uninterrupted, in its march 

back to completely. normal conditions. 
Interest to Continue. 

Most of us go out of office at this 
time, but even though out of official 
connection, our interest in the city of 
Atlanta will coptinue and all of us, 
as far as we can, are more than 
ready and willing to serve as private 
citizens for the upbuilding of the city 
and for the advancement of public 
welfare. 

Nor will we be disposed to be 
harping critics. We know that every- 
thing cannot be carried along as 
those in authority would wish, and 
we are ready to support every man 
and every measure when we are as- 
sured that he is devoting his time, 
energy and influence for the public's 


ood. 
. The announced policy of the new 
mayor, Mr. Hartsfield, that he favors 
reduction in taxes, restoration of the 
basic pay of the city employes and 
the absorption of the deficit in time, 
will meet with the hearty approval 
and support of every man in the city 
government who now retires to pri- 
vate life, and I urge upon those who 
remain to give them their cordial 
support in making effective this pro- 
gram. 
Employes’ Disappointment. 

There will be much disappointment 
a the city ee in the mat- 
ter their pay. is is in a large 
measure chargeable to the general 
council of 1 * When the council 
voted an appropriation to the city 
employes which was not justified by 
the facts. I pointed out to them thai 
they were inviting disaster; and fur- 
ther disaster will come unless the at- 
titude of the new council is radicalis 
changed. The hare not lost 
confidence in the city of Atlanta: the 
city of Atlanta is too strong to hare 
confidence in it shaken by such a 


measure; bat the confidence of on 
the city council was shaken. 


Not so much on account of the money 
involved, as on account of its atti- 
tude. This can be changed Dy a 
change in attitude, which I firmly 
hope and trust and am assured will 
come. 

1 want the city employes and par- 
ticularly the heads of the depart- 
ments to know how deeply grateful 
I am for their cordial and sympa- 
thetic support. Without the support 
of this group, no man’s administra- 
tion could be a success, and 1 have 
had the support of this group, with 
but very few exceptions, and 1 shall 
always cherish the memory of it as 
one of the most pleasant recollections 
that I shall carry away+with. me 
from the city hall. 

Differences of Opinion. 

I have had many differences with 
the members of the general council, 
during the past six years; those dif- 
ferences were not persunal; they 
were differences of opinion about 
what should and ought to be done. 
l have nothing but the kindest feei- 
ings for every member of the general 
council—those that go out and those 
that remain—and for those that go 
out, my prayer is that God's richest 
blessings shall fall upon them and 
theirs as they retire to private life; 
and for those that remain, I ask 
them that they shall reconsecrate 
themselves for a renewed strength to 
fit themselves for a larger and more 
important public service. 

Message Read. 

In bad health for several months, 
Mayor Key was unable to attend 
the inauguration last night and his 
message was read to the 1936 coun- 
cil meeting immediately preceding the 
session of the 1937 council, when 
Hartsfield and the 18 councilmen 
were inaugurated. 

Key leaves in the pages of Atlanta’s 
history one of the most interesting 
political careers of any public figure. 
Born in DeKalb coutity in 1868, Key 
attended Emory University when it 
was located at Oxford and was grad- 
uated with a degree in law. 

He began practice in Atlanta and 
became well known in his profession, 
handling many famous cases, includ- 
ing a number involving labor diffi- 
culties. His political career began 
with his election to council, in which 
body he served a number of years be- 
fore deciding to make the race for 
mayor for the first time. 

t Mayoralty Term. 

He was elected mayor and took over 
the reins of the city government in 
1919, holding this office through 1922. 
He practi law until 1930 when he 
again ran for mayor, being elected 
to succeed I. N. Ragsdale. He served 
continuously from 1931 until last

cey’s fame as a city executive was 
local until in 1932, while on a visit 
to Paris, France, he announced his 
stand against prohibition, the first 
public official to openly declare the 
prohibition law a failure. As a result 
of this outspoken opinion, Key, was 
removed as teacher of a Sunday sthoo!l 
class at the Grace Methodist church 
and, after disputes with labor lead- 
ers, attempts were made to recall him 
as mayor. In the recall election, Key 
won an overwhelming victory and it 
definitely placed Atlanta in the list 
of “wet” cities.

Subsequently Key advocated estab- 
lishment of a liquor store in defiance 
of the state prohibition iaw. saying 
this method alone could control the 
illicit liquor business in Georgia's cap- 
ital. cil refused to follow him 
and Key offered to operate the store 
himself and to turn the profits over 
to the city.

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- BOMB SPAIN'S CAPITAL 


100 REDS ARE LED 


AS INSURGENT PLANES 


300 Persons Are Wounded 
in Fascist Attack Since 
Mid-November. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Jan. 4.—Fascist war- 
planes killed at least’ 100 citizens 
bombarding Madrid today and the to- 
tal of the deaths of those buried 
beneath twisted wreckage and crum- 
bled buildings -nay never oe known. 

Between 200 and 300*°were wound- 
ed hy the Insurgent bombs which 
wrecked houses and spread fires 
through a wid@spread area. 

Casualties mounted ateadily with 
the influx of new reports from first- 
aid clinies and hospitals. Scores of 
dead or injured were buried under 
the debris scattered throvghont the 
no longer safe neutral zone. and in 
other parts of the city where heaps 
of bemb wreckage were becoming a 
frmiliar sight in the streets. 

Forty dead and wounded were ex- 
tricated from one house a!cne in the 
former neutral zone, made so_by mu- 
tual agreement vetween Fascists and 
Madrid defenders. More were believed 
to be still within the shambles, on 
Fortuny street cpposite the apartment 
of the American consul, John. 
Johnson, and within a stone's throw 
of the United States embassy build. 
ing at the corner of Fortuny and 
Cisne streets, 

One bomb fell in the Estrecho sub- 
way station entrance just as panic- 
stricken men and women and children 
crowded down the steps seeking safety. 
Debris was thrown several hundred 
feet and blood of the wounded seeped 
through the wreckage. 

Another bomb fell on a_ near-by 
street where queues of women waited 
to buy meat from a butcher shop. 


Heavy Rebel Drive. 


The raid coincided with what ap- 
peared to be the heaviest Fascist drive 
in recent weeks te widen the wedge 
driven. into University City suburb. 

At the same time there were drives 
in the southern Cordoba and the nortb- 
ern Guadalajara fronts. 


The Socialist forces tonight admit- 
ted they had evacuated Majadahonda 
on the important El Escorial road, 
northwest of the capital, scene of 
heavy fighting earlier in the day. They 
asserted they had taken up more stra- 
tegic positions further north. 

They also reported they had cap- 
tured Villaverde Bajo after a bitter 
conflict. 

Earlier reports described a waver- 
ing militia line at Majadahonda as 
the only obstacle to the Fascist ad- 
vance on that sector. The Insurgent 
attack was supported by tanks launch- 
ed from across the Manzanares river 
at the Peurto De Hierro (‘Iron 
Door” entrance to the city.) 

The Insurgents also penetrated 
some Socialist positions elsewhere 
along the El Escorial road in heavy 
all-day fighting, said Madrid reports. 
Fierce Fascist attacks, supported by 
aircraft, tanks and artillery, were 
made at Villa Neuva Del Pardillo, 
south of the highway, and at Las 
Rozas., 

The roar of cannon and machine 
gun fire echoed throughout the center 
of the city until late in the day. 

Three of the 30 bombs dropped by 
Insurgent planes fell in the hitherto 
neutral zone of the city close by the 
United States embassy which houses 
20-odd American refugees although 
officially it is closed. 

Demolish Three Homes. 


The three projectiles demolished 
three houses.

Today’s attack was the heaviest 
since the tragic days of mid-November 
when hundreds were killed, many 
buildings destroyed and _ incendiary 
fires spread through morg than 40 
blocks of northern suburbs.

Roared Away Quickly. 

The Insurgents roared away quickly 
after discharging their death-dealing 
cargo.

worked to.quell the fires. 

Government-dominated newspapers 
charged battalions of German troops 
participated in attacks yesterday in 
the Boadilla Del Monte sector but said 
they were driven back by Socialist 
defenders of the capital. 

Several Insurgent planes were shot 
down yesterday, the government said. 

Fighting continued on northern and 
southern fronts. The Madrid defense 
junta asserted Fascists were using 
whippet tanks in a drive to break 
through to the capital along the road 
from El Escorial on the northwest.

Unofficial Committee Asks 
Expressions From WNa- 
tion’s Businessmen. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—(P)—A 
fresh attempt to organize business be- 
hind an “industrial agreement act,” 
containing some features of NRA, has 
been undertaken by a band of trade 
association executives. 

Following President Roosevelt's re- 
cent declaration that something must 
be done to establish wage and hour 
standards, they gathered with Ernest 
M. Draper. assistant secretary of com- 
merce, and Donald Richberg, former 
NRA administrator, to plan a course 
of action. 

As a result, it became known to- 
day, over 1,800 manufacturers have 
been circularized with su~gestions for 
“modernization” of the anti-trust laws 
and creation of a new agency “to aid 
proper business co-operation.” The 
proposed agency would not *": “an- 
other NRA.” Draper emphasized, and 
would be directed primarily at volun- 
tary agreements by firms in interstate 
commerce. 

“Competent authorities both in and 
out of government circles believe it 
can be done,” the circular said. “If 
business does not ask for what it 
wants, there will he legislation based 
on what somebody thinks it wants.” 

The communication asked an ex- 
pression of views 'y officials of trade 
associations throughout the country, * 
to be sent to Draper, Richberg or 
other members of the unofficial com- 
mittee. These are A. Montague Ferry, 
who has representec a number of busi- 
ness organizations; Charles P. Gar- 
vin, of national stationers; Harold 
R. Young, retail dry goods, and Ir- 
ving S, Paull, of the chain institute. 

“We are operating on three prin- 
ciples,” said Garvin in an interview. 
“First, business has to have some- 
thing to be ‘for,’ instead of being

ness is not afraid of wage and hour 
regulation, provided the standards are 
reasonable and permit the product to 
be sold at a price within reach; and 
third, business is a. ‘game’ and wants 
rules to play by.”

Holland Is Seeking To Avert Strite 


In Marriage of Juliana, Bernhard 


Nazis Charge Dutch With Disrespect; Says No German 
Songs Are To Be Played, No Flags To Fly 


at Ceremony. 


THE HAGUE, THE NETHER- 
LANDS, Jan. 4.—(#)—The Dutch 
government, with a skarp rote of 


protest to Germany, sought tonight 
to prevent the “family marriage” of 
Princess Juliana from bringing about 
serious international complications. 

The heiress to Holland’s throne is 
to be married here next Thursday to 
Prince Bernhard Zu Lippe-Biestenfeld, 
of Germany. Discord arose because 
of Nazi charges disrespect had been 
shown Germany in the Dutch failure 
to display German national flags and 
play thé German national anthem in 
prewedding festivities. 9 

The Hague’s protest centered on 
alleged delay in providing passports 
for three German princesses who were 
to have been bridesmaids. This, it 
was asserted, constituted “an insult 
to the Queen,” Wilhelmina, the bride's 
mother. 

These passports now have been 
granted, but authoritative sources said 
one of the princesses, Sophie of Saxe- 
has abandoned 


The other princesses involved are 
Sieglinde and Elizabeth Zu Lippe. 
All three are cousins of the bride- 
groom. 

Because the passport difficulty has 
been settled, authorities here _ indi- 
cated no formal reply to the protest 
was expected. 

The note was handed to the German 
foreign office today by the Dutch min- 
ister. 

Queen Wilhelmina, undeterred by 
disagreement with Berlin, went ahead 
with plans to make her daughter's 
wedding the most colorful ceremony 
Holland has known since her own 
marriage in 1901 to Henry, Duke of 
Mecklenburg, who died in 1934. 

She went to the station today to 
welcome her brother-in-law, the Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg, and his wife. 


Tonight her royal relatives were en- 
tertained. 

The small white royal palace was 
festooned with branches of evergreens 


and bore over the door the traditional 
Dutch wedding motto, “Long live the 
bridal pair.” 

Steel-helmeted sentries before the 
palace presented arms ‘as_ distin- 
guished guests arrived. Many of these 
must stay at hotels because all royal 
residences in The Hague are filled. 

Prince Bernhard, still suffering 
from a cold, remained indoors today. 
He missed a sports festival held in 
his honor. 

If the Nazis want fresh. opportu- 
nity for complaints of Dutch disre- 
spect it apparently will be available 
tomorrow night, when a royal musi- 
cale is to be given. On the program 
is “Lippe Detmold,” anthem of the 
German principality Prince Bern- 
hard’s family once ruled and one of 
the causes of friction between Hol- 
land and Germany. 

Nazis complained this tune has been 
played in The Hague instead _ of 
“Horst Wessel,” hymn of Nazi Ger- 
many. The Dutch note of protest ex- 
plained this was due to the fact the 
marriage is a “family affair,” and 
that The Hague saw no reason the 
Nazi hymn. should be played for “a 
former German subject.” Moreover. 
it saw no reason to fly the German 
national colors. Hence only the em- 
blem of Lippe had been flown with 
the Dutch flag. 

Prince Bernhard Saturday tried to 
temper the dispute by requesting that 
only the Dutch national anthem here- 
after he played in his presence. This 
was not mentioned in the official 
summary of the Dutch protest.

Valuation of city building permits 
broke a six-year record in Atlanta 
during 1936, A. C. McDaniel, assist- 


ant inspector of. buildings, announced 
yesterday. . 

The city issued a total of 2,883 per- 
mits valued at $4,422,223 during the 
year, the best figures since 1930, when 
3,475 permits’ valued at $8,924,099 
were jssued.

Its totaling $170,054 were issued in

THREE CARD SUIT BIDS. 
There are two sound reasons for 
the choice of the three card minor as 
the “prepared bid.” First, minor suit 
openings offer rtner easy opportu- 
nity to respond,*and opening bidder 
opportunity to rebid, at the one level! 
Second, partner hardly is likely to 
carry a minor suit to five-odd without 
at least five good trumps, in which 

case the suit is safely playable. 


In order to assure this parallel, as 
wall as to be prepared for a possible 
opening lead in the suit bid, we set 
the biddable requirements for’ the 
short minor suit as three to the ace- 
king or queen-ten (A x x, K x 3&, 
or Q 10 x). 

The choice of the three card suit is 
the only choice affected by the open- 
ing bidders’ position at the table. 
Third or fourth hand, the use of the 
three card suit is confined exclusive- 
ly to those hands with no biddable syit 
and insufficient strength or incorrect 
distribution for opening with one no 
trump. Here there is no peed for 
preparing the rebid, since partners 
initial pass has removed the forcing 
character of the suit take-out.

The story accompanying the Atlanta's likeness is one that Mrs. 
English related about the revival of antique stained glass, a subject 
on which she is thoroughly tonversant and which amounts practi- 


cally to a hobby with her. 


You see, she is the former Rachel Willet, 


daughter of the late William Willet, wko became one of the country’s 


best-known artists in staineti glass. 


is also an artist in stained glass 
and she worked with her famous 
husband in their studios in Phil- 
adelphia until his death in 1921. 
It was only recently that she gave 
up work with her son, Henry 
Lee, who has also gained renown 
in this art. ' 


Mrs. English grew up in the 
studios of her mother and fa- 
ther, and when other children 
were, putting jig-saw puzzles to- 
gether, she was fitting together 
tiny jewel-like pieces of colored 
glass. She had a daily intimacy 
with art and with the creation of 
art that few other children have, 
and for that reason life was never 
dull or uninteresting for her. In 
addition, she inherited much of 
her parents’ talent and has even 
supervised the setting up of 
many of their windows in 
churches—a difficult thing to do, 
she says, since no artist, how- 
ever great, can tell beforehand 
just what the lights in a given 
church will do.

e steels, closely following motors 
in the morning, stiffened a bit in 
the afternoon when the American 
Iron & Steel Institute estimated cur- 
rent mill operations at 79.4 per cent 
of capacity, up 2.4 points from the 
receding week at a new high since 
Larch, 

Coppers took a turn for the better 
when the price of export metal was 
again boosted to its best level in the 
past six years and talk was heard of 
another increase in the domestic 
figure. 

The carriers refused to take an ad- 
verse view of the freight loadings 
figure. for the week of December 26, 
delayed because of the holiday, which 
revealed a slightly more than seasonal 
recession. It was noted that the
